— Tho marquib of 
Waterford in ro.signing the mastership 
of the Curragb ujoro liounds aaid he did 
RO because the league had beou organ 
ized to prevent hunting t.'irougiioui 
Irt'lunti. When ho was out hunting 
Thursday chapel bells rang and the 
people gathered and stoned him and hi.s 
friends. Thev pelted tbodogs, stabbi'd 
licveral of thcui with jiitcliforks, and 
yelled till they obliged the p.nrty to go 
home. Curragli mores are the finest 
pack of hounda in Ireland. The 
Empreiia of Austria wa.s to have hunted 
with them this season. Between X.'jOOO 
Rud X7000 will be lost to tho neigiibor- 
hood by the broak up of tho pack. In 
Kildare the lengue lias given notice 
that if either tin- Marcjuisof Drogheda, 
Earl of Mayo, Lord Clancurry, Mr. 
Johu La Touche or Mr. William Black- 
er appear in the Huntington field hunt- 
ing, they will be stopped. The above- 
named gentletuen are the principal 
land owners in the county, and are 
constantly residing on their estates. 

Behli.s', Oct. 13. — Von Puttkammar 
has been appointed vice president of 
the ministry in place of Count Von 
Stalberg Wernigood, resigned. Von 
Puttkammar will also retain tlu- port- 
folio of the interior. 

LoNDoy, Oct. II. — Lord Sali:=bury, 
speaking at a banquet to-night at Xew- 
t-ahtle on Tynu, charged Gladstone with 
pursuing a policy of public plunder 
which ho denounces Parnell for advo- 
cating.

London, Oct. 14. — A monster Land 
League will be held in Ilydo Park on 
the 23rd. 

Parip, Oct. 11. — Gainbctta inform- 
ed President Grevy that tho Cabinet 
bad not resigned. It would be in ac 
cordance with the principles of the 
Constitution and Parliamentary jjrece- 
dents to issue debate before steps are 
taken towards forming a new Cal)inet. 

Dublin-, Oct. 15 —Dillon srud tlii.s 
was tho most trying and critical 
moment that had occurred iu their his- 
tory during the past centurv. He said 
the statement that Parnell had in- 
timidated people was false. lie 
(Dillon) defied anybody to point to a 
single speech of Parnell in favor of 
intimidation. His arrest wa.-i due to 
private m:ilice. It was the duty of 
the nation to deal with tlie rimtter 
coolly and judiciously and maintain the 
struggle within the Ijounds of law. 

Dillon added ho regarded Glad.'.toue 
as a dishoneist politician witli a reputa- 
tion baaed upon persistent and unre- 
atrainable power and miarcpresentation 
of facts. 

An additional guard and two 9- 
[wundera are stationed in the np[ier 
castle yard. A meeting of the citizens 
is called for Friday to express indigna- 
ovor the arrest of Parnell ; Dillon will 
preside. 

NORTH AMERICA. 

Tu.viS, Oct. 13.— Ah Bey waa a^uin 
.ittackud on tho evening of the lOili 
inst. The rebels were repul.sod with 
heavy loss on both sides. 

London, Oct. 13.— A ilispotch from 
Tunis says 5000 French troop.s who 
left Susa to reconnoitre the road to 
Kairwan, while halting at Ifamlra 
•were attacked by 5000 Arabs, who 
i-ouipcUed the French to retire to Susa, 
owing to want of provisions and water. 
The insurgents pursued them to the 
gates of Suoa. This is tho engagement 
previously reported iu virbich the 
French foil into an ambuscfldo 

AFGHANISTAN. 
London, Oct. 13— Abdul Kudas 
£.baQ reports to tho ameer that ho de- 
feated the forces from Herat in tho 
first fight, which occurred in the Herat 
valley. Ho took as prisoner the fath- 
er-in law of Ayoob Khan. In tho koc- 
end fight he re{)ulfeed tho goveriior of 
Herat and captured two guns, tho gov- 
ernor treating for terms. Ayoob Khan 
on receipt of the news fled into Persia. 
Herat is probably now in tfce handa of 
tbe ameer's officers. 

EASTERN STATES. 
"VVAflHi-saTON, Oct. H. — President 
.4rtbpr ia determiaod that he will not 



send in nominations for the cabinet 
until after tho Yorktown celebration. 
He aaid to a Senator this afternoon 
that he would bo gratified if the Senate 
would not take an early step towards 
adjournment.

Wi n a.sked further 
lis to his wishes he.-. ^'e.-)ted that the 
Senate take. :i recess :jr ijoveral days 
to attend the Centennial, and do hon- 
or to the French and German viaitora 
Ho added he wotild not detain the Sen- 
ate many days after his return from 
Yorktown. 

General John C. Fremont has re- 
signed as Governor of .Vrizona. It is 
thought General N. V. Banks will bo 
Ilia successor, 

Gorham withdraws, and the Repub- 
licans will soleet a eanilidate acceptiible 
to democrat.s. 

Xew YoiiK, Oct. 13.— The Herald's 
Fort Keogli (".Montan.a) dispatch re- 
ports that new and valuable silver 
mines have been discovered on tho head 
of Clark's Fork, a tributary of tha Yol- 
h)wstono river. The mines are located 
near National Park, on tho Crow In- 
dian reservation. Tiiere is but little 
doubt another .silver bonanza has been 
struck. 

WAsriixuTON, Oct. 13.-— In tho Sen- 
ate, immediately after tho reading of 
the journal, a number of nominations 
were received from the President, in 
eluding among others that of Hanni- 
bal Hamlin as Minister toS))ain; Wal- 
ker Blaine as Assistant Secretary of 
State; Aluiark S. Brewer, Consul Gen- 
eral to Berlin; Win. Gorernour Morris 
a.« Collector of Customs at Alaslva, he- 
stdi 8 many Consuls and other officers. 

Nijw YoiiK.Oct. 13. — Patrick Nord 
has i.ssued an address to the land leag- 
uers of America in which he says that 
Irishmen must restrain their impulses; 
reason not passion should rulo, for never 
did land league have better opportuni- 
ty to manifest its moral power than 
now. Never did it become tho duty of 
Iri.sh people toe.thibit the virtues of 
3tdf-possession, discipline and obedience 
nor to attend the league more than now. 
Through cnlighlonment and organiza- 
iontthe people will surely cotne into po.s- 
.session of their inheritance. 

WAsniNQTOV, Oct, 13. — It is a mat- 
ter of much comment hero that Presid- 
ent Arthur keeps his contemplated 
cabinet changes with a stricter privacy 
than any president that has preceded 
him. Ex-President Grant had the re- 
putation of keeping a closed mouth, 
but even hn took certain senators into 
liis confidence. President Arthur's 
closest friends, those most interested, 
the cabinet ofliccra who desire to bo re 
Iea.sed, appear to have no knowledge of 
his plans. Nothing has leaked out as to 
the president's intentions, although tho 
impressson prevails that some of the 
cabinet nominations will be sent to the 
senate at an early date. 

Chicago, Oct. 13. — Early last even- 
ing the farmhouse of Ezekiei Perran, 
near Oirard, Illinois, was invaded by 
three "nasked robbers. The inmates 
wnQ tied and gagged and $8000 se- 
cured. A similar affair occurred at 
Wheaton where SCOOin cash and 81500 
in registered bonds were obtained. 

The purchase of confederate bonds 
proceeds steadily all over tho south. 
Gideon Townsend of New Orleans pays 
$25 per thousand for bonds with coupon 
of 1865 attached. Brokers in New 
York telegraphed to Memphis to send 
all they can obtain at $20 per thous- 
and, and tho First National Band has 
shipped S230,000.

Tho run on the German Savings

that up to noon $200,000 had been 
drawn out, and that probably before 
tho movement ceases tho amount will 
reach in the neighborhood of ,$100,000.

Tho annua! meeting of the Bank of 
C.iiifornia was held to-day; 'JO, 000 
fiharca out of 30,000 of tiic capit.il 
stock was represented. The old Board 
was re-elected, with the substitution of 
James Freeborne in place of Mr. 
Pierce. Tho business of tho bank tho 
past year was the largest in its history. 
The present capital is §3,000,000, and 
there is a surplus of $1,000,000.

THE ISLAND RAILWAY AN ASSURED FACT 



Sir Cluirlos Tuppor iiiui party reached 
Toronto on tho 2nd inst. Being inter- 
viewed by a Mail reporter 

RKGARDIXO BRITOH C0LCMBI.1 

Sir Charles said : — "Iwa.s charmed with 

tho climate and with tho resources of our 
western province. It is not oppressively 
hot in Bummer, and of whiit wa call win- 
ter there i.s cnniparately little, Tho lishoi-- 
ioa are of illimitable extent. All thorivi rs 
abound with .salmon and other tish. As 
to tho land, the soil is very fertile and is 
inferior to none. It produces crupa of 
all kinds in abundance, and tho tiuibor 
upon it is of vast extent and very valu- 
able. Tlie plains sustain great numbcra 
of cattle and aheep. The.sc .auinials an- 
supported by tho natural herbage, ami 
their bocf and mutton is <if the tine.ii 
(lUality — indeed as tine as can be iound 
anywhere. While the lower lands are 
Ijood and productive, the lands as y> u 
proceed into the mountain districts am 
also distinguislicd fur their fertility and 
for the ettso with which irrigation can be 
obtained through the medium of llio 
mountain streams, [ii the Kamloopa dis- 
trict there is a vory largo wheat growing 
area. All thi'i cnntry has t" Ito tilled 
up, and under tho stimulating iiithieiici) 
of railway facilities and comparative ea.si; 
of communication with other sections (d' 
tho country it will rapidly develop, and 
in developing will support an immense 
population. Then thore i.s tlie uiiiierul 
wealth of the province. There in niucli 
i^old and silver, and theii! i.s eveiy i-eas<iu 
to believe that when machinery is intro- 
duced and tho facilities for gnttiiig intu 
the country are improved much greater 
diacovorics than any that have yot been 
made will take place, and mining will be 
carried on under circum.stances that will 
ruiuler it a profitable industry. I am sa- 
tisfied that the moment the country is 
opened up and made easy of access its 
fine climate and its great natural re- 
sources will have the effect of inducing a 
large population to go there." 

" I found great prosperity," Sir Charles 
said, in reply to a question on the subject 
— " I found great prosperity all through 
the province of British Columbia, both on 
the island and on the mainland. In tiio 
cities business is flourishing particularly 
in the vicinity of

woi-k.s, where there has boon a large m- 
tlui of population; and through tlio 
country, tho weather having been favor- 
able, the crops are good." 

"What ia the position of the raili-'ao, 
and what progress has it made ?" 

"I found tho railway work progre.i.siiiL,' 
very favorably, and have every rea.-iijii to 
belit^vo that it will bo completed within 
tho time slateil in the contract. tjroat 
anxiety is e\ iiiced for the early construc- 
tion of tho roail, and satisfaction is o.i- 
preased regarding what has beeu already 
done. \N ith the efforts the Government 
Ls making to cHtablish communicanon be 
twoen British tVohinibia and this end I'f 
the Dominion the people are evidently 
well pleased. 1 rereived fr^ in thnii n 
moat enthusiastic welcome in i rery pint 
of the country I visited, both on tin' 
island and on the mainland. Nothing 
could be more agreeable to mu than niy 
visit was ill every respect. The (|uesti(ui 
of labor has been a very .serious one, both 
in British Columbia and on the works be- 
tween Thunder bay. and Rod river; but T 
am nevertheless sanguine that tho work in 
British Columbia will be completed with- 
in the time specified in the contr.-ict, and 
that the track between Thunder b:iy ami 
Red river will be hiid during the month 
of J uly next. " 

"Aq to the link between tho termina- 
tion of the British Columbia aectiona no>v 
under construction and the road the Paci- 
fic Railway Company in building, wlit'ii 
will it bo built ?' 

■'There is every reason to believe that 
the road across the prairie ^^■ill reach the 
foot of the Rocky mountains by IBS,". 
When that is completed, and when tho 
Kamloops district is reached, as it will bo 
at Savoua Ferry, by tho eoinpletioi> of 
the present work under constriicticui m 
liritish Columbia, the intorveiiing hcc- 
tion between Kamloops and the foot < f 
tho Rocky moiuilains can bo attnekcd 
froni both sides .md completed in ;i few 
years."

"Much has been said," the ropoi ter 
.t'omarkod, "about tho Island road and the 
omisBioD to build it. A telegraphic mcs- 
BSge from Victoria which reached Toronto 
durinR your stay in British Columbia cre- 
dited you with having announced that 
tK'o Pacific Riiilway Company would build 
' that road." 

"There is great aii.viety on the island 



that the Kaiwinio roadbu constructed, and 
tho desii"ihility of constructing it was 
very properly brought under my notice at 
Victoria? I frankly told tho peojile that 
tho Govennnent waa doing all it possibly 
could in the way of railway construction 
at present, and my statement was loudly 
applauded. As to the telegraphic des- 
patch to which you refer, the statoiuent I 
did make was this: I said the (Jovern- 
ment was imiiressed with the de.sire of 
the Victori-ms that the road be built, and 
that Sir John Macdunald had a.ldre=.-:eil a 
very strong letter to the president ot the 
syndicate expressing his anxiety to have 
the road constructed, and sotting forth 
tho desirability of proceeding with it. Tho 
syndicate is considering the ([Uestion, and 
its members got .Mr. Andrew Robertson 
to visit tho island and report upon the 
j whole subject to them, (hi his nauiii to 
Montreal I suppose he will make his re 
port, and tho cunipany will then take the 
matter under consideration. My state- 
ment, as I said before, was ap[ilauded at 
\'ictiu-ia, and some of tiie strongest 
friends of the Island road, who were 
among the first to welcome mo to \ ic- 
toria, were among thti last to bid mo 
good-bye. From thorn I received every 
kindness, and I am confident that they, 
in eonimon with others in British Colum- 
bia, are satisfied with the eflort.s the ('iov- 
ernment are inakinc; on behalf of the [iro- 
vince. As regarils British ('oliiml.ua, 1 
may say this was my first visit to that 
province. 1 htid read and heard a great 
deal about it, audi was satisfied that its 
natural wealth and its resources wore 
great ; but sanguine as 1 was with refer- 
ence to tho [irovinco and its possibilities 
before I visiti'd it, I am now, that I have 
visitetl it, .still more sanguine, and I have 
no doubt that the eomplotiou of railway 
communication will inaugurate a condi- 
tion of prosperity far greater than that 
which tile province already enjoys.'

such discontent there for some time p.aat 
returned homo to-day after eight weeks' 
absence, in which ho must liavo passed 
nearly two-thirds of the liine in travelling. 
Jlr. hobertson, as well as all tho other 
members of the company, including Sir 
Charles Tupper.haa improved wonderfully 
in liealth, avoirdupois and appearance by 
what ho describes as a delightful journey. 
.•\fler leaving Montreal tho party wont 
direct to .San Francisco. .-Vs fer as Coun- 
cil Blulfs 'the journey was oxcooilingly en- 
joyable, meals of a yeclwirhi^ character be- 
ing served in the palace cars. From tho 
latter point to tho Pacific the passengers 
wore dependent on the wayside restaur- 
aiilK :incl tho living was not so agreeable 
although everything was as abundant as it 
had bi-eii in the earlier part of the trip. 
Very little time was sfiont in tho mag- 
nificent city of San |Fraiicisco, as business 
not nle.asure, was the object of the loader 
of the party and those who .iccompanied 
him. A pleasant voyage of a few days 
brought the party to the delightfully sit- 
uated city nf Victoria, whore Sir Charles 
Tuppcr received, as ia already known, a 
iiU'.'-t Cordial welcome from tlie citizens.

IIIK gUKKN CITY Of THE I'.VrUlc — 
l^iily has 10,000 inhabitant.s, he thinks 
when the Pacific railway is finished it 
will bocomo a place of importance. Ho 
describes tho city as poasossing some fine 
buildim,'s with an excellent harbor, whore 
aliijis of eon.sideridilo size can unload their 
cargo, and with another land-locked har- 
bor at E.'i.jtiimalt, within throe mili^.s, where 
tho tleets (jf tliu wr rlj could anchor and be 
protected. At the latter place a splendid 
ilrydock i.s now in progrcda, under the 
aus|iice.i i f the Iin|jerial, Dominion and 
local ^i/veniinont-s,;uul it cannot fail to be 
beneficial to the city, .\ltei- a short stay 
in Victoria, where he had a b.isy timo 
conferring with leading citi^ells rn the 
question of the hour, and for which pur- 
pose Mr. Robertson specially went out, 
ho loft for tho mainland when Sir Charles 
proceeded there to visit that section of 
the country. The sail across the gulf and 
up tho Fiascr is a very beautiful one, pass- 
ing, as the steaiiiei- goes by, lovely islands 
dotted nearly all over and generally cov- 
ered with foliage to the water's edge, Tho 
ilistance is only seventy miles and occupies 
about SIX hours. New Westminster, bo- 
fore the union of the mainland with Van- 
couver Island was the e.ipital of the pro- 
vince, but the more piqjuloiis city of Vic- 
toria claimed tho title and succeedeil in 
getting it. This, of course, was a set back 
to the city on tho banks of the Frasor, 
but it is by no means standing still, and 
of late years has added considerably to 
its population and wealth. 'The greatest 
(Ir.Mi b;u'l, , liMWo\ er, it,-; piMgress ill tho 
future V, ill arise iroui its lying about nine 
iiiilea f>-oin the I'acitic railway, which runs 
direct to Port Moody, or Burrard Inlet, 
a.i it is better known on the co.ast. There 
was very little delay in New Westminster 
where Sir Ch.irles was also well received, 
the party embarking on board the steamer 
for Vale, at the head of navigation. Mr. 
Rub<:rtgon is equally enthusiastic with 
everyone who has passed up the Frasor 
in speaking of its great natural lieatities.

V. .lit iiig Cliarb s, which came off in 
tin; [ileasantest and heartiest manner. A 
journey almost the first of tho kind in 
Rntish Columbia - was made on the new 
railway from Emory, Sfjme eleven miles, 
above Yale. From that point tlie par- 
ty went ill .stages to Lytton, and on 
through the valley of the Thmnpson to 
the chain of lakes in the direetiontion 
the main lino of the Pacific railway will 
take. The journi-y from Emory's bar to 
Lytton is a piorilous one. The- great 
trunk waggon road to Cariboo, built un- 
der the late Sir .Jaiiies Douglas' aduiinis- 
tration, and which will over remain as a 
monument of his wisdom and foresight, 
runs through a narrow Comoxahmg the 
banks of the Fraser. In some places, 
8uch as (hat of , Jackass mountain, tho 
i o;id goes over a ledge of rock standing 
lioriiendicularly over tho chasm of the 
Fr.ascr twelve hundred feet below. A 
sight ofj this kind from a seat on a rick- 
ety st.age-coach, with no side or even rail- 
ing on the side iiuxt the river, and on a 
very narrow road, is enough to appal tho 
stoutest heart. It wa.^ something of this 
kind that ITi^race Greeley describes as so 
relaxing on tho nerves when ho was 
crossing the Sierra Novafla mountains, 
with tho coaeliiiian driving at a furious 
rate. Fortunately Mr, Robortaon's [)arty 
had the services of .lohnstonc, tlvj n-.ost 
colobratod and cautious driver in the 
country, and under his dlroclipii everyone 
folt Bocuro, if not happy. The valley of 
tho Thompson, Mr. Robertson says, is 
woll adapted for settlors. It is generally 
open prairie, covered with bunch grass, 
tho finest nutriment ill tho world for pro- 
du:ing boef. In th'a section of what was 



described so ignorantly as "a sen of ' 
mountains." Mr. Robertson saw some of i 
the finest and fattest cattle ho over laid | 
his eyes on in any part of tho world. He j 
has seen nothing to equal them on the 
wharves of our city, and to show the ne- 
cessity that exists for a railway as a 
moftns of getting those splendid animals 
tea market at a profit, ho w.-vs a.ssurod by 
tlie stoekmen that the higlicst price thoy 
bring at present is S'.'O a head. Tho 
country tor the two or throu hundred 
miles travelled over is generally without 
settlers unless stock-raisers, aa cultiva- 
taiii would not jiay, the transit to and 
from market costing a« it docs throe conta 
a pound at present. After taking a trip 
upon tho lake tho parly roturuod again to 
Vale, greatly delighted with what they 
saw.

aru buiiig pushed through with all apoed, 
and with their completion thore ia no

A letter just received iroin Captain 
Or.ay, of the British ship Macmillan, 
which arrived at San Diego September 
28th, from Antwerp, is highly interesting. 
Tho vessel took the route around the Capo 
of Good Hope, through Baas Straits, 
north of New Zealand, and tho master 
states that ho likea the route mucli butter 
than that around tho Horn in tho depth 
of Winter. Passed through Bass straits 
74 days out and croasod tho equator in tho 
Pacific97 dnya out from Flushing. Not a 
single spar or aail was lost on the pasaago, 
and excepting a few stifl' gales from the 
west, the wealhor w,»3 uplondid. Made 
tho run from the uquator in the Atlantic 
to tha equator in the Pacific, a distance 
of 14,424 miles, in 72 days. The total 
distance from Flushing to San Diego ib 
2i,98-t miles, which was made in 12Sdaya, 
or an average of 171 miloa per day. Tliis 
is, wo bolievo, the second pass.ago thai 
has boon niado thia way — the first from 
Liverpool to San Francisco by tho British 
ahip Waadalo, which vi'as also auocossful. 

A dispatch states that the H. B. Co. 's 
barque Princess Royal sailed from Deal 
October Isi. 

British barque Avon.a, from Auckland, 
arrived Friday evening at San Francisco, 
having on board five of the crow of tho 
British barque Arcadia, wrecked June -Ith 
on Ducils island, Tho crow reached Pit- 
cairn island in boats, whence thoy were 
taken.
